Speaking with regard to the 
dagger, Mr. Dyer Ball said it was 
a sharp two-edged implement with 
a certain amount ‘of thickness in 
the middle, tapering to a point. 
He ' pointed out ‘that one of 
the wounds was‘ half an inch 
in. -vidth, and. another —.three- 
ciglita of an inch wide, and they 
could imagine those wounds could 
have been caused by a broad in- 
mrament, . There “was another’ 
wound which was’ of . consis 
derable - interest: both to the 
Crown and the’ defence; and that 
was a wound: in the left shoulder. 
The instrument’ appeired to have 
gore through the flesh, tissues, 
and museles, and. penctrated ‘right’ 
. through to the bone. “There was 
x’ depression in the bone,’ which 
was, he believed, orizinally, about 
half-an.ineh deep—that was when 
thefirst post mortem examination | 
was made:'THen, the’ flesh was 
still adhering to ‘the bone, and Dr.
